In the final moments of battle, a 
commander of former Nicaraguan 
dictator Anastasio Somoza’s Na- 
tional Guard was reluctant to sur- 
render to the San- 
dinistas — because the Sandinista 
commandant was a woman. 

Women were on the front lines 
during the revolution, composing 
30 per cent of Sandinista fighters. 

“We were all proud to have 
women as commandants,” a 
woman laughs in Dream of a Free 
Country, a National Film Board 
documentary. The film celebrates 
the role of Nicaraguan women in 
the Sandinista revolution that 
overthrew the U.S. -backed 
Soinoza dictatorship in 1979. The 
film was presented by the Central 
America group last Monday in the 
Union building.

their country. “Women have 
always been exploited: The 
revolution will be their 
liberation,” says one of the 
women interviewed in the film. 

Prior to the revolution, the role 
of women in Nicaraguan society 
had been almost entirely domestic 
and subservient to men. “My hus- 
band used to say I was only there 
to serve him. He dragged me out 
of church meetings. ..He’d hit 
me... I believe in miracles. The 
revolution changed him," relates 
one woman. 

“Rarely had anyone appealed 
to our social conscience,” said 
another. 

Dream of a Free Country car- 
ries a simple message from the 
Nicaraguan women: the struggle 
for political and social change 

Two sergeants in the platoon 
personify that choice. The first 
(Tom Bercnger) is a ruthless, 
brutal killing machine. The se- 
cond, no less skilled in jungle 
warfare, has retained his sense of 
morality and ability to trust. He 
errs on the side of caution in 
deciding who is the enemy.

must go on after the revolution. 
Women can not afford to be ig- 
nored again, “If that were to hap- 
pen... we would lose everything 
we fought for.” 

This is the dream of all who 
fought in this country, women of 
different social, cultural and 
ethnic backgrounds who share the 
same ideals and language. They 
speak directly to the viewer 
through a scries of interviews, 
film clips and black and white 
photographs — images of grim 
faced women, children looking 
down rifle sights, or parodying a 
military march, and the men and 
women in battle fatigues leaning 
on their weapons. 

Women continue to form the 
backbone of the armed forces in 
Nicaragua. They arc 47 per cent 
of the volunteers who spend their 
spare time in the Militia. There 
are a greater number of all- 
women platoons and comman- 
dants than in most countries in the 
world today. 

The film focuses on the positive 
contributions that these women 
continue to make in the struggle 
for survival. The Luisa Amanda 
Espinosa Association of 
Nicaraguan Women (AMNLAE), 
named after the first woman killed 
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country. Half of the heads of 
Nicaraguan families are single 
mothers. They fight for child care 
centres so that they can work, for 
equality in the workplace, the 
right to acquire technical skills 
and education for their children. 

In the film, Coco Lopez is ask- 
ed to coordinate an AMNLAE 
unit in her neighbourhood. She is 
told that her lack of education is 
not important. "Before I’d take 
care of the house and children. I 
was completely isolated.” she 
says. “Now it’s different. I am a 
member of the society. I matter." 

AMNLAE is inspired by San- 
dinista ideals. The revolution has

Stone ( Midnight Express,

He must some how make a 
choice in order to justify the kill- 
ing: cither to become barbaric and 
enjoy it, or to refuse in- 
discriminate killing and try to 
preserve the lives of innocent 
civilians.

Without fundamentally ques- 
tioning the American intervention 
in Vietnam, the film puts us right 
in the jungle with the men of the 
platoon. The viewer is presented 
with the conflict but no effort is 
made to bring us to any particular 
conclusion or to place the film in a 
wider political context. The film 
is intense, but leaves the viewer 
with unrcconcilablc reactions. 

The faceless governments 
responsible for the soldiers on 
both sides being there to kill each 
other arc left out of the story. The 
film seems to say “never mind the 
reasons why. Here are soldiers, 
barely out of their teens and this is 
what war is really like.” 

In no sense of the word could 
this film be accused of glorifying 
the role of the soldier or warfare. 
There arc no superheroes, no in- 
credibly stupid enemy troops, just 
a believable bunch of men 
fighting a war they had no hand in 
starting. Although the spec- 
tacularly staged fire-fight se- 
quences would probably get Ram- 
bo fans intrigued, they would 
soon be disappointed, for in war 
people get killed, whether they 
arc ‘good guys' or not.

If the criteria for a good play arc that 
it be entertaining, critical or infor- 
mative, then Up Your Alley, by Mon- 
treal writer Seymour Blicker, fails as 
theatre. 

The play, adapted from Blickcr’s 
novel Schmucks and directed by Alex- 
ander Hausvatcr, is considered a com- 
edy. Its theme is Everyman's trials and lyffi 
tribulations in the the pursuit of his 
dreams. But Blickcr's Everyman is 
poorly transferred to the character of 
Gabor Pelzic, a Romanian immigrant 
making a living in Montréal as a cab 
driver. 

The story begins when Pelzic drives 
his cab into an alley already occupied 
by an oncoming driver. Neither of the 
drivers are prepared to back out and a 
stand-off ensues. 

Pelzic, at an obvious low in his life, 
then begins to retrace various events of 
his past. This is intended to present him 
as an entirely pathetic character, unable 
to succeed at anything. However, he re- 
mains colorless and unconvincing, as 
do the rest of the cast. 

Aside from this, there seems to be lit- 
tle reason to much of the action in this 
play. Figures emerge in artsy poses 
behind scrims, accents fade and resur- 
face inadvertently, lines are messed up 
and cues arc missed. 

Up Your Alley also presents offensive 
stereotypes of Jews and gay men. Mon- 
trcal’s Jewish community is 
represented by three entirely venal and 
unethical individuals, one of whom 
goes as far as throwing himself in front 
of a truck in order to collect on his in- 
surance policy. 

At mid-point in the second act, four 
men emerge, for no reason whatsoever, 
from a concealed opening in the set. 
Shirtlcss and clad in tight black leather 
pants, their appearance and man-

ncrisms portray a negative stereotype 
of gay men and exemplifies the 
thoughtless and primitive attempt at 
humor adopted in Up Your Alley. 

The only interesting aspects this play 
are its stage design and lighting techni- 
que, created and organized by Jean- 
Charlcs Martel. The use of scrims on a 
multi-tiered setting, stretching across 
the entire stage effectively displays 
Pelzic’s recollections. 

However, the staging does not com- 
pensate for the weakness of the play. 
Up Your Alley remains a comedy which 
reaches to the lowest depths in search 
of its humor and comes up empty hand- 
ed.

But after all, the paintings themselves 
arc there to be sold, so why not a col- 
ouring book having to do with them? 
Well hell, why not distribute bumper 
stickers: ‘HONK IF YOU’VE SEEN 
MARCIAL GRENON’S 

PAINTINGS’? 

Seriously, the colouring book 
shouldn’t prejudice you against the art, 
which is calm and enjoyable. The pain- 
tings are innocous depictions of 
amoeba-like shapes, usually two or 
three clustered together in one corner of 
an otherwise white canvas. 

Occasionally other materials are us- 
ed, usually from nature, such as a 
sycamore key or a feather. Some can- 
vases feature thin stick-like forms that 
protrude at almost right angles, or fuz- 
zy shapes like caterpillars. The work is 
finely done, with incredibly thin lines 
and minute detail. 

The artist and the owner of the 
gallery kindly took some time to talk to 
me. 

Daily: Why are your works so small? 
(Most works are about 12 inches square 
with the artist’s work in about 3 inches 
in one corner.) 

Marcial Grenon: I take advantage of 



the space. It is as important as the ob- 
jects. 

Daily: Why do you use objects from 
nature? 

M.G.: There is an abstract form, for 
example, in the sycamore key, which is 
already created. There arc many such 
abstractions in nature. Natural objects, 
taken from their context, become 
abstract. I use forms which touch me 
when I was small, even now. 

Memory is central to our civilization. 
Now they are being stored in com- 
puters, so our memories are in transfor- 
mation. I'm trying to depict not exactly 
a memory but its mutation. My two 
basic vocabularies are vegetables and 
the human species. This is a species in 
transformation but you can't tell 
whether my work depicts the past or the 
future. I do abstractions of time. My 
images make people dream, they take 
people on a voyage. That’s why they 
are not too exact, as everyone has a dif- 
ferent baggage. 

Daily : How important is texture in your 
work? 

M.G.: In most of my work, the 
material is very important. I create op- 
positions. However, in some things, 
their texture is not important. 

Daily: Would it be possible to carry on 
stories from painting to painting in the 
viewer’s imagination? (All of these 
works were untitled.)

Articulating our reactions to op- 
pression is a significant step 
towards maturing into an actor. It 
is the naming of the beast and, 
having named it, we can cease our 
tilting at windmills and direct our 
energies effectively. This naming 
is done most eloquently in: Cof- 
fee, Tea or UK Immigration: The 
Love Flight of Arazza Mumtaz : 

“I know he says, they will 
check / your hymen, papers 
are / full of these stories these 
days. / Maybe I could before we 
land, in the bathroom.”

The lack of positive images of 
oppressed people is an indication 
of the successful silencing by the 
oppressor culture.

Tonto, Charlie Chan. 

The process of fighting these 
oppressive stereotypes 
necessitates the creation of 
positive images of struggling and 
victorious people. These images 
exist despite what might be evi- 
dent (or, rather, invisible) in the 
media. Look to the reconstruction 
of post-Somoza Nicaragua, the 
struggle of the Hopi and Navajo 
of Big Mountain, the growing 
non-violent resistance of Palcsti-

GRENON 
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The strangest thing popped up recent- 
ly in the Complexe Guy-Favreau mail. 
Nestled between the video rental store 
and the A.L. Van Houttc is a Tass 
Photo Exhibition for World Peace. 

The exhibition was produced in col- 
laboration with the Société Culturelle 
Qucbcc-URSS, and presents a picture 
of life in the Soviet Union seldom 
seen in North America. 

The exhibit docs a lot to counter the 
comic book image of Russians the 
government and commercial media 
spoon-feeds us. They're actually 
human beings (Wow!). They have 
beaches, toasters, aerobics classes; 
their kids play with Lego. They even 
have the same sexist stereotypes as us. 

We also sec a form of social 
organization quite foreign to Western 
capitalism. A scries of photos of a Lada 
plant show how the factories provide 
workers not only with jobs, but with 
housing, daycare, schools, health ser- 
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vices, library facilities, and even an 
athletics center. It's unfortunate that the 
only information we receive about 
these reforms is through Soviet pro- 
paganda. 

The exhibition also focuses on the 
peace movement in the Soviet Union, 



and presents some sobering statistics. 
In the Second World War, 20 million 
Soviet citizens were killed, 25 million 
left homeless, and 30 per cent of the 
Soviet Union’s national wealth 
destroyed. 

According to a pamphlet accompany- 



ing the display, how could the USSR 
not want peace, “after having known 
such losses?" 

There's no doubt that the Soviet 
Union is an aggressive, militaristic na- 
tion. However, the way it deals with the 
peace movement is interesting in con- 
trast to the West. 

In the United States particularly, 
pacifists arc generally considered to be 
subversives by the government. If the 
North American media covers disarma- 
ment marches, they do so reluctantly, 
sticking articles in the back pages, or 
sandwiching TV images of protestors 
in-between crime reports. Yet Tass 
sees fit to display huge glossy peace 
march photos abroad. 

Public reaction to this seemed mixed. 
On a table next to the exhibit is a 
notebook in which people can write 
down their comments. Reactions varied 
from the standard ‘those damn 
Ruskies,’ to calls for world peace, and 
little bit of anti-Americanism. The most 
astute comment came from a 12 year- 
old who wrote, “Peace in 
Afghanistan — and Nicaragua." 

It is difficult to tour this exhibit and 
not question the level of indoctrination 
in our own society. My suspicion is that 
a similar exhibit put together by one of 
the corporate North American press 
agencies would give just as glowing a 
review of the capitalist system as Tass 
gives to the ‘communist’. 

The exhibition is showing until Fri- 
day, January 16 at 200 Dorchester 
West.

Condition’s new album Red Hot and 
Blue won’t please a die-hard boogie 
woogie fan or a true whiskey-drinking 
blues afficionado. The album is what 
the band calls ‘urban primitive swing’ 
a cross between funk, pop and bebop 
that is laid-back, colourful, and com 
plclcly non-serious. 

Red Hot and Blue is the latest offer 
ing from a band with several previous 
releases on the OG label and a thirteen 
song LP called Mumbo Jumbo on the 
Psyche Industry label. The video from 
the title track made it to MuchMusic, 
where it plays in heavy rotation along 
with Madonna. The band has also 
toured coast to coast spreading their 
brand of swing all the way to Van 





The latest album presents six new 
songs to please the palate: four Condi 
lion originals and two covers. The 
familiar funk rhythms are fun and 
danccable, but the band also ex- 
periments, switching instrumental roles 
from song to song. Guitar, sax, and 
electric organ trade places as lead, har- 
mony and backup rhythm. In ’the 
Boogie Man’ this happens halfway 
through the song when the sax suddenly 
gets serious up front and the leading 
guitar slips into the background for a 
little fun and games. 





These experiments are interesting if 
not always successful. The electric 
organ leading in ‘Why D’ya Do Wha’ 
Cha’ Did?’ sounds as tinny as Miracle 



Mart music. When the same song 
relegates John Sobol’s usually playful 
saxaphone to background rythm for the 
organ it starts sounding as frustrated as 
he must feel. The sax in the lead or 
background improvisation is what gives 
real distinction to Condition's, sound. 
The organ is much better in backup 
where the fuller sounds of guitar, sax 
and vocals soften its electronic edge. 

Creative percussion adds zest to all 
the songs, particularly ‘Way Down 
Deep’ and ‘Havana’ where Philip Lan- 
thier plucks out rhythms with his guitar 
to go along perfectly with all the 
tapitty-taps. 



Julia Gilmore’s voice is big and deep, 
with the convincing rasp of a smoky 
New Orleans pool hall. She can be 
sassy, breathy or squawk like someone 
out of the B-52s. She only goes a little 
fiat in ‘Havana’, when she slips into the 
upper octave. Philip Lanthier, the 
guitar man, proves he too can grind out 
the vocals in Condition's version of T 
Put a Spell On You’ by Screamin’ Jay 
Hawkins. 

The only complaint that might be 
made about this album is that it’s a little 
too laid back, a little too well put 
together. The songs never seem to real- 



ly stretch the band's creativity or' 
abilities. Only ‘Way Down Deep’ pro- 
vides a real clue that there is more to 
Condition than apple pie and cute funk. 
‘Different’ lyrics, an evolution of pac- 
ing and rhythms, bits of really good sax 
and complex percussion make this song 
stand out. 

Condition has the talent for more 
original music than it's making, if they 
would just let loose and experiment. 
Montreal is open for unusual music that 
doesn’t sound like feedback or your 
grandmother’s funeral. Condition could 
fill in the gap.
